AMERICAN MEATS ABROAD.

Wasnhrnotron, D. C., June 27.—UCapt. F. H. 
Mason, ot Cleveland. at present United States 
Consul at Basle, Switzerland. writes to the State 
Department to warn American exporters of 
salted and canned meats that 4 new and deter- 
mined crusade against American meats has been

„serious results. Thus far this opposition 
particulariy noticeable in Germany, which bas 
hitherto not only imported American provisions 
largely for its own consumption, but through 
the ports of Bremen and Hamburg receives a 
great part of the meats which are consumed in 
Switzerland and other inland districts of Europe. 
It is a matter of notoriety that at some German 
23 imported hams incased in canvas cover- 
ngs are assessed for duty as cotton goods, while 
canned meats are classified and taxed as hard- 
ware. This is because cotton cloths and metals 
bear higher rates of duty than meats, and the 
customs officers are enabled by that absurd clas- 
sificauon to levy a heavier tax upon American 
hams and canned'meats than is authorized by 
the nt law. These practices andthe hostile 
spirit of newspaper criticisms all point toward 
a rigid probibitory policy—a policy not based 
upon any sanitary or other defect in American 
meats, but upon the — discontent of the 
governing classes in Europe with the American 
tariff, the superior cheapness of our breadstuffs 
and provisions, and the heavy outflow of gold 
which food imports draw from the Old Worid. 
and with the rising tide of immigration which is 
making such drafts upon the vital resources of 
the German Empire. Capt. Mason says that 
American exporters should continue their unit- 
ed and vigorous opposition to all foreign pro- 
scription, which, like that now threatened in 
Germany, is inspired wholly by economic mo- 
tives while fighting from behind the thin mask 
of sanitary apprehension.

By W _ o'clock 
the crowd had taken possession of 
the State-House, and the delegates from each 
Congressiona! district met in the room assigned 
them to select three representatives on the 
State Central Committee and three members of 
the Committees on Credentials, Resolutions, and 
Permanent Organization, and the committee to 
select members of 
— THE STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE 
at large. In most of the districts this business 
was dispatched expeditiously, without any in- 
terest. over the positions to be filled, which 
had been parceled out in advance by gen- 
eral comsent to those who desired them. 
In a few, however, there was something of 
a strife over the members of the State 
Central Committee, and in the First District 
delegation it required twenty-five ballots to set- 
tle the contest between Ab Tayior, Capt. Par- 
ker, and E. G. Keith.

IN THE SECOND DISTRICT MEETING 

the committeemen were chosen without diffi- 
culty. Philip Maas was named as the member 
of the State Central Committee, defeating John 
Raber for that position. A resolution was of- 
fered instructing him to vote for Long Jones 
for Obairman, and it is said there would have 
been II votes in support of the resolution 
with 6 against it, but it was urgea that such a 
proceeding was unheard of, and the resolunon 
was finally withdrawn, the matter of the Chair- 
manship being left to the judgment of the com- 
mitteemen.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
TIONS. 

Gen. H. H. Thomas read the report of the 
Committee on Resoludons, the sentiments ex- 
pressed in the platform being frequently ap- 
plauded heartily. Wheuthe reading was con- 
cluded, Charlie Thomas, who observed that tle 
committee had ignored his resolution, offered 
the following as an amendment to the report: 

“The right of the people to have their causes

THE CROPS. ‘ 


Reports of a Somewhat Mixed Charac- 
ter from the Northwest. 

Keokuk, Ia. June 28.—Special crop reports to 
the Gate City show that in Southeastern Iowa, 
Northeastern Missouri, and Western Illinois the 
corn came up badly and much of it had to be re- 
planted. In many localities it is now looking 
well, but is of small growth. Tne cord 
ground is weedy and wet, which prevents plow- 
ing. Nearly all smal) grain and grasses are do- 
ing weil. 
hurt slightly. In many sections the army-worm 
has made its appearauce and chinch-bugs are 
numerous. The heavy rains retard the 
operations of the latter somewhat and hot 
weather is said to be death to 
to the army-worm. Potatoes are doing fairly, 
and the acreage is larger than usual. With the 
exception of corn, the prospect asa whole may 


be considered very good. The next few weeks 
will tell the story for corn, but it can scarcely 
be expected that an average crop will be pro- 
duced in the section mentioned.

In Nebraska 
wheat will yield twenty-five bushels to the acre, 
and farmers are talking of from sixty to eighty 
and 100 bushels of oatsto the acre.

H. Crosby, Kansas City , St. Joe & Council Bluffs;

The lumber rates to Missouri River points re- 
cently established were not satisfactory to deal- 
ers at Hannibal because the rates from St. 
Louis were made one cent less than the rates 
from Hannibal. The shippers from other Mis- 
sissippi River points also complained that the 
new rates were not equitable. In order to se- 
cure peace and harmony, and make the rates 
more satisfactory to all, it was deemed advisa- 
ble to hold this meeting and readjust the rates.

Interesting Facts About Sleeping-Cars, 
“ Gath” in Cincinnatl Enquirer. 

New York, June 27.—Some ltittue while 
ago, meeting Mr. George M. Pullman, I 
asked him the status of the sleeping-car 
companies. “ Well,“ said he, “ there are three 
such companies in the United States. The 
Pullman Company has 900 cars, the Wagner 
Company of Vanderbilt has 250 cars, and the 
Woodruff Company has about seventy. The 
latter company runs on the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis Railroad, on the 
Coney Island route, and to certain other points. 
The Pullman Company was formed in 1867, 
though I had been operating sleeping-cars as a 
private matter since 1859. The original pro- 
prietors of the Pullman Company were my- 
self, the Chicago, Burlingtoh & Quincy 
Railroad, and the Michigan Central Rail- 
road. I never bad any rich men behind 
me. The Wagner Company was backed 
by Vanderbilt from the beginning, and is rather 
a partnership than a corporation. Its stock is 
not for sale in the public exchanges like that of 
the Pullman Company. The capital stock of 
the Waguer Company, with 250 cars, is $5,000,000. 
When they have any stock trades among them- 
seives they sell the stock for $150, making their 
cars stand at about $30,000 apiece. While they 
have built some pretty good cars more recently. 
I do not suppose their cars would average over 
$5,000 apiece if brought to a forced sale. The 
Pullman Company, with tour large manufacto- 
ries, with the Town of Pullman, and with 900 
cars, is capitalized at $12,000,000. It bas never 
missed paying a dividend—paid 12 per cent per 
annum for seven years, and has paid 8 per cent 
ever since. We put its cars in at about $13,000 
apiece.” 

suppose that you have always had a com- 
petitor iu Mr. Vanderbilt?“ 

He bas always favored the Wagner Company, 
which is something of a family matter. With 
the exception of his own family, the only con- 
siderable stockholders in it, 1 understand, are 
William Scott, of Erie, Augustus Schell, and the 
Wagner family.“ 

Are the Wagner cars to be put on the North- 
western Raliroad?” 

“ The Northwestern Company, which has vir- 
tually passed under the Vanderbilt control, has 
given notice that it willavail itself of 1 elause 
in the contract with us by which any nd, at 
the expiration of certain fixed periods, can buy 
our cars at their values as fix by arbitration. 
The Northwestern Company has been with us a 
long time. lis managers dave always been 
friendly with us. Since Mr. Vanderbilt became 
formidable iu the road the management has bad 
to bend to him. Rut our stockholders have full 
protection in all the cases by the fact that our 
property must be bought. It is nd loss to us at 
all. The railroad buys our cars and then turns 
them over to the Wagner Company to operate.”’ 

Ho do the stockholders of the railroad de- 
rive any benefit from the change?’ 

They derive none whatever. If tho railroad 
had bought the cars with the object of running 
them itself they would still bave been operated 
by the Pullman Company, and a strict account 
of each car would be kept with the raliroad, 
made out every quarter, anda check sent with 
the statement for the railroad stockholders’ 
benefit. We give the railroads the privilege of 
owning one-quarter, one-half, or tbree-quarters 
of the Pullman equipment on their road. When 
I began this company it was after very careful 
study, andi saw that the sleeping-cars would 
not be permanent unless they deait equitably 
with the railroads and with the public. It is not 
the mere cars which make the success of such 
corporauons, but the underlying systew of their 
operation being wWniform at every point. We 
have built up a service in men as well as in cars, 
which it will take many a year of careful 
method to rival. While we believe that the 
railroads ought to become owners, at 
least in part, of the sleeping-cars which run 
over them, so as to give their stockholders au 
interest in the profits, we know that the im- 
provement of the car service in comforts, con- 
venieoces, hotel-cars, porters, and conductors 
can best be carried out by such an organization 
as we now have. The ordinary railro«d cars 
have been improved upon our models; but we 
2 labored to set the model, and have inci- 

ntally improved the entire transportation 
service of the entirecountry. I was in Southern 
Italy a fews weeks ago, when I saw the Pullman 
cars pass me, bound from the Alps to the ex- 
treme tip of Italy. With the service we are to 
put in the north of France, there is at pregent a 

-ullman equipment from the Mediterranean 
Sea to the Straits of Dover, and thence to Liv- 
erpool and Edinburg, and on this side of the 
ocean from Halifax, in Nova Scotia, to Califor- 
nia, Florida, and Galveston. Such are the di- 
mensions of a little bantling brought into life in 
1867. The Pullman Company has become per- 
haps the largest builder of railroad cars in gen- 
eral in the worid.“ 

** What are you giving your chief attention to 
now, Mr. Pullman?“ 

Lam paying more attention to the Town of 
Pullman than anything I have on band. I am 
studying the effect of improved homes upon the 
laboring society. Pullman has at this moment 
4,500 inhabitants, and we have just made a con- 
tract for over 500 new bouses, which will give us 
a population of perhaps 9,000. I notice an im- 
provement in the people who have already set- 
tled here. They came with the usual deveiop- 
ment and taste of persons who have lived in 
manufacturing towns. The windows were naked 
of ornaments. Now as you walk along the 
streets you see flowerpots in the windows. Man 
is very much the growth of his surrounding cir- 
cumstances. Give bim room, air, light, cleanli- 
ness, and a xd example, and he will improve 
upon it. 1 7 not think there is any question 
more important to American society than taste, 
health, cheapness of living, and comfort among 
the artisan class. 

„Do you like New York City or Chi the 
better to live in?” 

“I have spent most of my life in Chicago, and 
I am very fond of that city. I thinkwith a win- 
ter residence in Chicago, and a summer regi- 
dence at Long Branch, I have the advantage of 
the two chiet centres of the country. In the 
summer timelcan develop any matters con- 
cerning our interests among the financial so- 
ciety of this city, and for the most of the year I 
can be in Chicago, which is the chief railroad 
centre of the country.”

B THE MESCALL®O ‘AGENCY. 


Later News Concerning the Indian Out- 
break. 
Spectal to Globe- Democrat. 

SANTA Fr, N. M., June 27.—The following cor- 
rect account of the recent trouble at Mescallo 
reservation has been received: For the past four 
weeks about a dozen hostiles, who had been with 
Nana, had camped near the reservation, trying 
to induce some of the Mescalloes to join them 
on a raid. They had stolen some stock, 
about fifty bead, at Bluewater and Tularosa, 
and some horses. Agent 1 found out 
their whereabouts, and on Friday last he, ac- 
vompanied by the war chiefs Nautzella and 
San Juan, and twenty Indian police, went to 
arrest them. One of tne bostiles was met and 
ordered to surrender, and, resisting, was shot 
and killed. This brought the rest of the hostiles 
out, and in the fight 2 Llewellyn was twice 
wounded, and two Indian police were also 
wounded. The bostiles’ camp and all their stock 
was captured, the hostiles themselves escaping. 
The Mescalloes behaved well, and their conduct 
is creditable. Col. Crofton, with four companies 
of the Fourth Cavalry. arrived at the agency at 
daylight next morning, but finding everything 
quiet, returned to Fort Stanton, send one 
company to follow the trail. Gen. MacKenzie 
bas no apprehensions whatever of an outbreak 
of the Mescalloes, but has taken all necessary 
precautions. 

The appropriations for the support 
Mescalloes not having yet passed, 
missary Capt. Woodruff has been ordered to 
turn over 15,000 rations monthly to Agent 
Llewellyn to teed me Indiens. He takes the re- 
sponsibity, as he must be either fight or feed 
the Indians.

THE ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN STATE con- 


VENTION. 

The IIlinols Republican State Convention 
met dt Springheld yesterday, and performed 
its duty with a harmony which augurs well 
for the success of the party at the polls this 
fall, which contrasted strikingly with the 
long-drawn-out and ditter fight which 
marked the deliberations of the delegates 
who assembled at Springfield in 1880. The 
only officesfor which candidates were to be 
nominated were those of State Treasurer 
and Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
For the first of these Gen. John Corson 
Smith was selected almost unanimously; 
for the second, Charles T. Strattan was 
chosen without much opposition, a result 
which has for some time been foreshadowed 
in the political columns of Tun TRIBUNE. 
The ticket is a stypng and well-balanced one. 

Gen. Smith, originally from Galena, has 
been for many years a resident of Chicago. 
It was from Galena that he entered the 
armies of the Republic as a private in 1862, 
He served with singular gallantry until the 
clese of the War, and was severely wounded 
while commanding a brigade in the battle of 
Kenesaw Mountain. After the close of the 
Rebellion he was assigned to duty as an As- 
sistant Assessor in the Department of In- 
ternal Revenue, with headquarters at Ga- 
lena, where he served until the summer of 
1872, when the Assessor’s Department was 
abolished by act of Congress. He was then 
appointed by the Governor of Lilinois to the 
office of Chief Grain-Inspector, with head- 
quarters in this city, which position he filled 
until bis nomination and election as State 
Treasurer in 1878—a place from which he 
retired at the close of his term, only to re- 
sume it again after the expiration of the 
period prescribed by the Constitution. 

Of the quality of honesty, so essential ina 
person holding an office of high financial 
trust, Gen. Smith has already given proofs. 
A large sum of money was stolen from the 
Treasurer’s office at Springfield by an adroit 
thief during his term of office, a loss which 
he made good out of his own pocket, al- 
though his obligation to do so was purely a 
moral one. Asa civilian and as a soldier 
Gen. Smith has proved his worth, and the 
people of IIlinois, who are familiar with his 
many admirable qualities, will give him in 
1882 a heavier majority than he received in 
1878. 

Mr. Charles T. Strattan is à resident of 
Mount Vernon, Jefferson County—an Egyp- 
tian of the Egyptians..He has been long 
connected with the educational interests of 
ilifinois as a teacher and as County Superin- 
tendent of Schools. He was elected to the 
last General Assembly by the Republicans as 
a minority member from the Forty-sixth 
Senatorial District. So great was the popu- 
ularity which he acquired among his fel- 
low-members during his term of office that 
his canvass for the position for which he has 
been nominated became a strikingly easy 
one. It is believed that his name will add 
strength to the ticket, not merely on account 
of his geographical position, but because of 
his well-known ability as an educator. 

Two years ago the majority of the Repub- 
lican Convention sought to override all prec- 
edents and to overrule the choice of the 
people by depriving the Congressional dis- 
tricts of their right tq select members to 
represent them on the State Central Commit- 
tee. -This year no such attempt was made. 
The districts were allowed to nominate for 
this important position men of their own 
choice; and there is no likelihood that an at- 
tempt will ever be made hereafter to enforce 
in an IIlinois Republican Convention the 
unit rule on this or any other question. 

One of the delegates to the convention, 
stimulated by the enormous majority cast 
forthe adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment in Towa the day before yesterday, 
offered a proposition that a prohibitory 
amendment be submitted to the people of 
this State. The resolution was voted 
down, however—receiving only 133 yeas 
to 8 nays. It is not surprising 
that a proposition of this sort was 
offered; it would have been surprising 
had it been adopted. Many of the delegates, 
especially those from the country, might on 
another occasion have voted in the affirma- 
tive, while under the present circumstances, 
an election just before them, and with the 
knowledge of the fact that their constituents 
had not chosen them with any intention that 
they should express themselves on the pro- 
hibition question, they felt it the part of wis- 
dom to register their votes in the negative. 
Since the indorsement of such a measure, 
besides amounting to little in a practical 
way, might have cost the Republicans some 
members of the Legislature in closely-con- 
tested districts, all the politicians at Spring- 
field spoke and voted against the adoption of 
the resolution. 6 

The platform declares that the policy of the 
Republican party of the State and Nation is 
unchanged in reference to the demand for 
fair elections and -honest counts, the honest 
treatment of the public debt and the public 
creditors, the reduction of taxation, the fos- 
tering of American industries, such reform 
of the civil service as to relieve the Presi- 
dent of the importunities of officeseekers 
and at the same time enable Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to devote more 
time to legislation, and the improvement of 
water-ways for the transportation of the 
products of the West. The platform con- 
tains appropriate expressions of confidente 
in the present National Administration and 
of sorrow for the death of President Garfield, 
and appeals for the harmonizing of all party

THE OUTER HARBOR. 

Ten days ago Tur Trispune published the 
report of the Board of Engineers detailed by 
the War Department to ascertain whether 
the proposed extension by the Lilinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company ot its line of piling 
100 feet eastward north of Twelfth street 
would interfere with the usefulness of the 
outer harbor. The conclusions arrived at 
by the board, after a thorough examination 
of this phase of the question, were that such 
an extension would not destroy the useful- 
ness of the harbor, and it was recommended 
that the railroad company be allowed to 
carry out its line that far, providing that it 
bound itself to erect viaducts whereby 
the wharves could be reached, and that it 
agreed to charge reasonable rates for the 
use of the tracks which were to be laid upon 
the piers. It was the impression that this 
report would be concurred in by the Secre- 
tary of War, and that there would at last be 
a fair prospect of the transfer of some of 
the shipping to the outer harbor, and a con- 
sequent relief of the river and of the tens of 
thousands who have to cross it daily. 
appears, however, that Secretary Lincoln 
does not feel at liberty te indorse the con- 
clusions of the commission. 

In his memorandum, which will be found 
in full in our news columns, the Secretary 
states that the conclusion of the board is that 
the proposed extension of the shore line 100 
feet eastward would be an encrvachment 
which should be prohibited, unless the ex- 
tension is accompanied by effectual provis- 
ions relating to the use of the railway tracks 
and the building of numerous public viaducts. 
Those are conditions which the Secretary 
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| ment under the present circumstances to em- 
body in any arrangement for the withdrawal 
of the present prohibition against the exten- 
sion the breakwater line. In the plan 
wh as approved in 1871 for the outer 
harbor if was contemplated that no wharves 
should be built until the system had 
been approved by the Secretary of War. It 
is evident, however, says Secretary Lincoln, 
that the Secretary of War can give no ap- 
proval to any plans except when they are sub- 
mitted by the person or corporation that is 
indisputably entitled to build the wharves 
over the present submerged lands. To ap- 
prove the recommendations of the board 
would be tu approve a system of wharves to 
be erected upon the submerged lands the 
title to which Is in dispute, and would be in 
effect to yield the cession to one of the 
claimants of those. lands, which the rail- 
road company is. This would be an 
assumption by the War Department 
of judicial functions which it is not 
believed are proper for it to exercise in such 
acase. It is thought premature for the de- 
partment to approve any plan for the con- 
struction of wharves until the title to the 
submerged lands has been judicially settled. 
For these reasons the Secretary disapproves 
of the plan, and the prohibition now resting 
against the extension of fhe present railroad 
breakwater is continued in force. 

By the act of the General Assembly of 
1869 the title to these submerged lands for a 
mile out was granted to the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company. That act was re- 
pealed by the Legislature of 1873. The 
officers~ of the railroad company claim 
that the repeal was Hlegal, being in 
the nature of an attempted violation 
of a contract. The officers of the State 
claim that there was no contract made 
by the act of 1869, and that therefore the re- 
peal is valid. The Secretary of War is evi- 
dently unwilling, and naturally so, to settle 
the question one way or the other. He pre- 
fers that it be left to the adjudication of the 
courts, In view of the fact that before many 
years have passed the lake marine will have 
so increased that the Chicago River will not 
have capacity to contain it, and that the 
crowded condition of that stream will have 
become an intolerable nuisance to the peo- 
ple, the sooner the matter is taken into the 
courts and the ownership of the preperty 
decided the better it will be for everybody. 
The work of constructing wharves in the 
outer harbor, so that the improvement on 
which the Government has expended 80 
much money may be made available for com- 
meréial purposes as soon as possible, should 
be commenced at an early day, and it is to 
be hoped, therefore, that either the State au- 
thorities or the officers of the Illinois Central 
will take steps to bring the question of own- 
ership before the proper court, in order that 
the title to these submerged lands may be 
judicially determined, and that the work of 
constructing wharves in accordance with 
some plan which the War Department can 
approve may be commenced at once, 


A SPECK OF WAR IN MAINE, 
The Maine Democrats in their Convention 
at Lewiston Tuesday adopted a platform 
which has more than usual significance. 
The part of) it relating to the tariff is as fol- 
lows: 2 


The present tariff, whereby $150,000,000 of sur- 
plus revenue are annually exacted from the 
laboring and produciag classes, should be re- 
duced so as to leave this money in the pockets 
of the people, where it beléngs and is most safe, 
and thus curtail the reckless expenditures of a 
corrupt and spendthrift Congress, and remove 
an oppressive load of unnecessary ana excessive 
taxation which is crusbing out life and sub- 
stance of the people. The perpetuation beyond 
twenty years and beyond any public necessity 
of the onerous taxation imposed on American 
— | by the so-called protective tarilf, 
whereof a large excess above what accrues as 
revenue to the Government is protested against, 
as it goes to enlarge the profits of favored 
manutacturers, imposes burdens upon labor, 
and particularly agricultural iabor, increases 
the cost of living, which is not offset by a corre- 
sponding increase in wages or in the price of 
agricultural products, and itis a beartiess mock- 
ery to pretend to redress grievances that have 
become intolerabie by referring the revision of 
the tarilf to a commission purposely packed to 
continue it. 


There are several specifications contained 
in this charge, but they may all be reduced 
to two: First, that the taxes levied by the 
General Government are unnecessarily high 
and oppressive; and, secondly, that the mode 
of levying them is radicallywicious and un- 
just. The statement that a large surplus in- 
vites extravagant appropriations and waste- 
ful expenditures of the public money is a 
truism, though it is pointed and adorned by 
the River and Harbor bill, the public bulld- 
ings bills, and other measures passed by one 
or both Houses of Congress at the present 
session. The allusion to “the heartless 
mockery ” embodied in the appointment of 
the Tariff Commission is the candid expres- 
sion of an opinion which is shared by all sin- 
cere advocates of revenue reform. 

These resolutions derive their chief im- 
portance from the fact that they were adopt- 
ed in Maine. Both political parties in New 
England have been stout defenders of the 
prohibitory tariff system ever since the War, 
and Mainé has been conspicuous for its devo- 
tion to thecause. The shipbuilding inter- 
ests-which Maine used to have, and which 
under the high tariff she has ceased to have, 
never have wavered in their devotion to the 
navigation laws and all the other parts of the 
tariff system. Maine has been for years 
represented in Congress by extreme pro- 
tectionists. The most ultra tariff man in the 
Senate is probably Mr. Frye, of Maine, who 
is now seeking reélection. The adoption of 
anti-tariff resolutions by the Fusionists of 
Maine means more thap similar action in any 
other State of the Union would mean. Itisa 
challenge to the Republicans of Maine to make 
the canvass on that issue; and it is not the 
watchword of a desperate cause. Whatever 
the Republicans of Maine or of other States 
may think of the probable result of the elec- 
tion in September, the Fusionists are confi- 
dent of success. They have chosen to elect 
all the Congressmen on a general ticket be- 
cause they believed that in this way they 
could secure the whole delegation. They 
have made this wnequivocal declaration of 
principles on the tariff question not because 
they are hopeless of carrying the élection, 
but because they believe such platform will 
help them.to win. It will not do for the Re- 
publicans of Maine this year to be too confi- 
dent. They were rudely surprised, and the 
country shared the sensation with them, by 
the result wi. the election in September, 1880. 
Let us hope that a similar experience is not 
in store for them next September. 

if the Fusionists of Maine shall carry the 
State on the platform they have announced, 
the tariff issue will be at once precipitated 
into National politics. It need not and prob- 
ably ‘will not take the shape of an attack 
upon the tariff or a defense of it as such. 
The cry will be for lower taxes, economy in 
public expenditures, cheaper food and cloth- 
ing, a fair day’s pay fora fair day’s work, 
and a living chance for “the poor man“ to 
get oninthe world. There will inevitably be 
more or less of demagogy mixed up with the 
Democratic arguments, but that need not 
prevent them from having weight and gain- 
ing votes. Prudent Republicans will not 
wish to go to the country on the issue of high 
vs. low taxes; a large vs.a smail surplus; 
extr§vagance vs. economy in public expend- 
ture. There never was a sound theory of 
taxation that justified taking more from the 
people than is necessary for the expenses of 
the Government. The Government is not 
organized to do a banking business, or to 
promote private industries by unlawful and 
artificial bounties. Taxes must comeevent- 
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of the country, and out of the pockets of 
producers and consumers. There is no 
other way under heaven whereby taxes can 
be raised than by deducting them from the 
capital of the country. A surplus of $150,000, 
000 in the Treasury means, therefore, that 
that amount bas been taken from the wage- 
paying and wage-earning classes arbitrarily 
by the Government, which has no use for the 
money. 5 

The success of the Republicans in Maine 
is, of course, to be desired for reasons en- 
tirely apart from the tariff issue. But we 
should very much regret to see the Republic- 
an party at large go into a general canvass 
as heavily handicapped as the Republicans 
of Maine have been. Low taxes, small sur- 
plus, and public economy constitute a pro- 
gram which even thé Democratic party, 
honeycombed as it is with fraud and hypoc- 
risy, might stand upon with a chance of suc- 
cess. The Republican party cannot afford to 
let their opponents have the leverage they 
would have if the present system of taxation 
should not be reformed before the next 
Presidential election. The repeal of the 
taxes on perfumery, matches, bank checks, 
deposits, and capital, and the reduction of the 
taxes on cigars and cigarets is not enough. 
There must be a revision of the tariff which 
will bring down the cost of the necessaries 
of life. The high-tariff scheme for taking 
off all the taxes on tobacco and whisky be- 
fore touching the exorbitant tariff dues falls 
little short of madness. ‘There must be re- 
lief for the food-producers and the food-con- 
sumers before the whisky-sellers and tobaceo- 
manufacturers are attended to.

THE SOUTH AMERICAN MUDDLE. 

The new Minister of the United States to 
Chili (Dr. Logan) is about to depart on his 
mission, and the Adiainistration is said to be 
sorely perplexed as to what instructions 
shall be given him. This is the natural re- 
sult of the wavering policy which has been 
pursued with regard to the Chili-Peru rela- 
tions. Special-Envoy Trescott, since his re- 
turn from South America, has made it very 
clear that the United States Government is 
regarded with mingled contempt and hostili- 
ty by the Chilian authorities. The hostility 
sprang from the original intention of the 
United States Government to exert its influ- 
ence to save Peru from spollation; the con- 
tempt is due to the reversal of Mr. Trescott’s 
original instructions and the weakness ex- 
hibited by the Arthur-Frelinghuysen Gov- 
ernment in receding from the position which 
had been taken under the advice of Mr. Blaine. 
Mr. Treseott has brought back with him many 
instances illustrating the animosity enter- 
tained in Chili against the United States, and 
the disposition to dispute the claim of our 
Government to the leading position among 
American nations, It is said, also, that the 
new Minister sent by Chili to Washington 
(Mr. Godoy) took occasion in presenting his 
credentials to conduct himself with a 
hauteur and self-sufficiency altogether un- 
usual on such occasions, as if instructed to 
make the Washington authorities under- 
stand that Chili regards itself as the equal, if 
not the superior, of the United States, and 
proposes to assert its prowess if the United 
States Government shall dare to mix up in 
South American affairs. It is entirely nat- 
ural that a Government which was able to 
terrify the Executive of the United States 
with the threat of a couple of ironclads— 
for that is what Chillan resistance’ meant— 
should hold its head very high and look 
down with disdain upon the United States 
authorities. 

If there were nothing more in all this than 
mere diplomatic chagrin the United States 
Government could well afford to ignore the 
strutting of Chilian Ministers and the snub- 
bing of American Ministers in Chili, But 
there is a question of much greater impor- 
tance to be settled within the near future. 
The terms of a permanent peace are yet to 
be made between Chili and Peru. Even the 
Arthur-Frelinghuysen Administration is 
not willing to take the responsibility of ap- 
proving the program of spoliation and disin- 
tegration which Chili is inclined to impose 
upon Peru. But unless the American Gov- 
ernment assents to such terms or renews its 
pretensions to arbitration which were set up 
in the first instance it virtually surrenders 
its claim to primary consideration in the af- 
fairs of the American Continent, and with- 
draws to make way for European interven- 
tion. The latter is almost sure to fol- 
low whenever it is conceded that the 
United States Government is not prepared 
to make good its own claim to recognition, 
This foreign intervention, whether it come 
from France or from a syndicate of foreign 
nations, would be an overt invasion of the 
Monroe doctrine, and submission on the part 
ot the Administration would be in violation 
of the important traditional policy of our 
Government. There is no doubt that the 
European nations would stand aside and 
concede the right of the United States to 
conduct an arbitration if our Government 
were disposed to assert it. But when the 
United States Government refuses to inter- 
vene in any way and European power shall 
be orice actively engaged it will be a matter 
of much greater difliculty* to revive the 
claims of the United States Government and 
fatal to the Monroe doctrine to abandon them. 
This awkward and uncomfortable situation 
might have been avoided if Mr. Trescott had 
been permitted to proceed under his first 
instructions. 

It is certainly very humiliating to feel that 
a United States Minister cannot be sent to a 
country like Chili with any confidence in his 
receiving respectful treatment, and that such 
a Government as ours is in doubt as to what 
instructions shall be given him to guide his 
conduct in case of trouble. So long as any 


uncertainty prevails in the minds of Presi- 


dent Arthur and Secretary Frelinghuysen, 
Minister Logan may better be kept at home. 
It is high time that the State Department 
should decide upon some definit policy in 
South American affairs and adhere to it. 


THE ARCTIC HEROES. 

No sadderor more pathetic record was 
ever penned than the diary of the unfortu- 
nate but gallant Lieut. De Long. In its 
simple but touching entries day by day in 
those inhospitable Siberian wastes he has 
condensed a story of patient suffering, of 
hopeless misery, of heroic enduranée, of 
Christian faith, and of resignation to the 
divine will, which has a moral that should be 
heeded, It is the story of a gallant Christian 
hero, whose life was flung away in the blind 
chase of Arctic mysteries that can never be 
solved, and if they could be solved would 
be of no service to the world. 

The heroism of Lieut. De Long and of his 
whole party, their unflinching courage, and 
their manly resignation to the inevitable 
during that terrible October cannot be read 
without a feeling of admiration for the no- 
bility of human nature, commingled with 
pity that such gallant men should have been 
so needlesly sacrificed to this Arctic craze. 
How pitilesly and steadily the story moves 
on to its pathetic denouement, all the more 
pathetic that itis told by the principal actor 
himself as he, sees his men falling day by 
day around him, and knows that his own 
time is surely fixed, and yet has faith .so firm 
that he can wrfte, “I trust in God, and be- 
lieve that He, having fed us thus far, 
will not suffer us to die of want 
now,” and, when his horrible fate is 
no longer uncertain, can still de 
content that the will of the Lord shall be 
done! That march across the ice-fields by 
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| was the mareh of death. Only a few days 

after the firstentry the faithful Erickson 
died, and he was buried with funeral honors 
by his dying comrades. How eagerly we 
follow the ventures made by Alexy in quest 
of game, and how pitifal it seems that day 
after day he should come back empty-handed ! 
A gleam of hope springs up when Ninder- 
man and Noros are sent forward for help, 
but alas, it soon fades, and once more we 
witch the littie party of doomed men strug- 
gling on a little distance each day, and 
sometimes having to retrace their steps as 
they found their way blocked by the “ great 
river.“ At last the hunter Alexy succumbs, 
and the next day Lee follows him. Their 
exhausted cOmrades have not sufficient 
strength to bury them, and they car- 
ry them just “round a corner out 
of sight.” They are reduced to a little 
sweet-oll and willow leaves when Sunday, 
Oct. B, comes. It finds Lieut. De Long too 
exhausted to read the whole of the divine 
service. The diary closes Oct. 30. It is only 
a record now of the deaths each day. No 
food, no fire, no hope—but no complaint. On 
the 30th the record simply says: Boyd and 
Gartz died during the night. Mr. Collins dy- 
ing.” These are the last words. There were 
but three left, and they must have followed 
their comrades into the sleep of death be- 
fore another day. Melville’s discovery com- 
pletes the terrible record: 


While these men were digging toward the east 
Melville went on 1 the bank twenty feet 
above the river, to find a place to take bearings. 
He then saw a camp-kettie and the remains of a 
fire about a thousand yards from a. tent, and, 
approaching, nearly stumbled upon De Long's 
hand sticking out of the snow about thirty feet 
from the edge of the bank. Here, under about 
a foot of snow, they found the bodies of De 
Long and Ambler about three feet 
Ah Sam lying at their 8 all 4 al 
ered by pieces of tent and a few pieces 
blanket. All others except Alexy they found at 
the place where the tent was pase Lee and 
Kanack were close by in a cleft in the bank to- 
ward the west. Two boxes of records, with the 
—— chest and a flag on a staff, were beside 

© tent. 


To every future expedition that sets out in 
quest of the pole this record should be read. 
It should be read to every Government that 
envourages brave men to venture within 
thaticy solitude of death. It should be read to 
every individual that seeks to honor his own 
name and to any newspaper that seeks to in- 
crease its own fame by contributions to these 
enterprises, which have never brought any 
useful information from those regions of 
eterna! ice, where Nature has set up her im- 
penetrable barriers, and which have never 
sent back any tidings but those of death. Of 
what value is all the knowledge that has 
ever come from the Arctic Zone compared 
with the hundreds of sailors as gallant as 
De Long himself who have flung their lives 
away in pursuit of a will-o’-the-wisp that 
always evades capture and always lures its 
pursuers on to destruction? Much as we 
may admire the courage, and devotion, and 
Chrisfian heroism of Lieut. De Long—and 
there is no brighter name in the naval 
register—this admiration will bring no con- 
solation to his bereaved family, and as we 
contemplate that hundred days’ march to 
certain death of those brave fellows, among 
whom the lowest was equally ahero with 
the highest, there can be but a universal 


should have been needlesly flung away. 
PROGRESS OF PROHIBITION. 

The people of lowa, at an election held in 
that State Tuesday, adopted by a very 
heavy majority on alarge popular vote an 
amendment to the State Constitution pro- 
hibiting the manufacture or sale of any in- 
toxicating liquor whatever, including ale, 
wine, and beer. The exact terms of the 
amendment are as follows: 


No person shall manufacture for sale, or sell, 
or keep for sale, as a beverage, any intoxicating 
liquers whatever, including ale. wine, and beer. 
The General Assempbiy shall by law prescribe 
regulations forthe euforcement of the prohibi- 
tion herein contained, and shall thereby pro- 
vide suitable penalties for the violation of tne 
provision bereof. 


This amendment to the Constitution was 
adopted by two successive Legislatures, and 
has now been adopted by a vote of the people. 
It cannot, therefore, be justly called hasty 
or inconsiderate legislation. The people of 
Iowa have certainly acted in the most de- 
liberate manner. 

An amendment in the same terms as that 
adopted in lowa is now pending before the 
people of Indiana, and is tobe voted on ai 
the next election. It has been so success- 
fully maintained by the State Legislature 
that it is anticipated that it will be carried in 
Indiana by 4 large majority of the popular 
vote, and thus liquor prohibition will become 
the constitutional rulein lowa and Indiana, 
as it is Already in Kansas. 

W hat is possible in these three States may 
be possible in other States. Wisconsin and 
Michigan are probably as encouraging fields 
for prohibition as Iowa has proved to be, and 
it may be that the same influences that have 
proved so powerfulin these States may as- 
sert themselves in Ohio and Illinois, to the 
extent at least of compelling the submission 
of this question of prohibition to a vote of 
the people. It is not likely that the people of 
Kansas, lowa, or Indiana are any more tem- 
perate or abstemious in their habits and tastes 
than are the people of Ohio or IIlinois, but 
it does not follow that it requires a 
popular antipathy to the use of intoxicating 
liquors to secure extreme or even radical 
legislation restricting the public sale of such 
beverages. The anti-liquor sentiment takes 
various forms. In this State twenty-five 
years ago a peremptory prohibitory law 
when submitted to «the people was 
voted down, the people seemingly tak- 
ing but slight interest in the ques- 
tion. In Ohio, about the same time, the 
question was submitted in the peculiar form 
of prohibiting the licensing of the sale, leav- 
ing the sale itself unprohibited and free. In 
other States the wiser policy has been 
adopted of leaving the question of licensing 
or the legal sale of liquor to the voters of 
each municipality to determine for them- 
selves the question of sale or no sale within 
their territorial limits. Under this local 
option law it is within the power of each 
municipality, in case it authorizes licenses, 
to fix the amount thereof, andin many places 
in Illinois the license fee has been fixed at 
$500 and in others at $1,000 a year. 

The popular approval given to the legis- 
lation hostile to the traffic in liquor in our 
judgment owes much of its force to the 
character assumed by certain classes en- 
gaged in that traffic. The liquor-traders 
have of late years undertaken an aggressive 
form of action, and in many places have or- 
ganized as a distinct party, making the de- 
fense and promotion of the saloon business 
the overruling question in politics. In 
lowa the liquor party had its organization 
in every part of the State, with its commit- 
tees and political machinery, and, while op- 
posing the adoption of the prohibitoty law, 
did not hesitate to threaten and menace al! 
other parties that did not disapprove that 
law. It threatened the ostracisin of all Re- 
publicans and of all Democrats who favored 
the prohibitory law; it deliberately re- 
nounced any affiliation with either the Dem- 
ocratic or Republican party so long as either 
of those parties did not openly and undis- 
guisedly denounce and oppose the prohib- 
‘itory law. In fact, announcing the policy of 
boycotting all men and partiés that favored 
prohibition or high license, it organized as a 
saloonkeepers’ party, having for its purpose 
the largest liberty for the traffic in intoxi- 
cating liquors. While there can be no legal 
objection to a saloonkeepers’ party, or to 
any man voting alone or with others to en- 


courage saloons and the Tree trale in 
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liquors, there is a moral objection on the 
of thousands, who care nothing about the 

use or.disuse of intoxicating liquors, to 

being coerced into voting for a spe 

cial interest under the threat of 

that special interest to defeat the 

ordinary political organizations of the coun- 
try. The saloonkeepers’ party has done 

much to build up the strength of the pro- 

hibition’ party in Iowa and in Indiana, and 

the organization of a like party in Ohio may 

eventually build up a party in that State 

which, while it may not demand prohibition, 

may abolish the present free liquor traffic by 

placing in the Constitution a rigorous license 

law that will tax that trafic to the verge of 

prohibition. 

It cannot be denied that the organization 
of the liquor-dealers asa distinct political 
party has been an offense to the moral senti- 
ments of the American people; it was re- 
garded as a threat by which the general 
public was menaced by a faction, and as such 
it was resented and rebuked. ‘Thousands of 
men who ordinarily would have consented 
to the continuance of saloons under a large 
license-tax refused to submit to the dicta- 
tion of a saloonkeepers’ organization, and 
therefore permitted this prohibitory law to 
pass. In all parts of the country the same 
objection to the same form of coercion—to 
the demand of a distinctive saloonkeepers’ 
party—will eventually have the same result 
upon the popular mind. . 

In the City of Chicago there is a strong 
and deep-rooted hostility to the liquor traffic, 
growing largely out of the fact that the sa- 
loonkeepers’ associations are organized and 
publicly assume to dictate who shall be per- 
mitted to control the Government of tnis city. 
The fact that a number of the City Council 
are themselves members of the Saloonkeepers’ 
Union, and that, true to the instincts of the 
trade, they oppose and defeat every effort to fix 
a proper rate of license for the liquor traffic, is 
calculated to nurse the wrath that is sure to 
come whenever the people of this city shall 
be divided between the saloonkeepers as one 
party and the non-saloonkeepers as the other 
party. When that time comes, as it is cer- 
tain to when the saloonkeepers’ organization 
assumes a little more aggressiveness, the 
unanimity of the people of this city to re- 
buke such an attempt at dictation will be 
especially marvelous to the members of the 
guild who already act as if the public 
generally, and especially the two po- 
litical parties, are afraid of them. The 
people of both parties feel alike provoked 
at the attempt of the saloonkeepers’ organ- 
izations to dictate to the country, and they 
are apt, when an opportunity offers, to 
resent that attempt. The organized effort 
at Washington by the liquor-dealers’ organ- 
ization to abolish the tax on whisky, and their 
raising an immense lobby fund to influence 
legislation, has not been without its effect on 
the general mind. When a saloonkeepers’ 
party presents itself as a substitute for alle 
other parties it invites that opposition and 
general defeat which it is certain to meet at 
the hands of the people. There may be buta 
small proportion of the people who favor or 
participate in a distinctive so-called prohibi- 
tion party, but when the only other choice 
that is offered is that of the saloonkeepers’ 
party there can be little doubt as to the out- 
come of the contest. 


Tux Cincinnati Commercial calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the widow and two children 
of the adopted son of Andrew Jackson are now 
living in a state of destitution on, the Hermit- 
age plantation in Tennessee.

The country bas an opportunity to come to the 
rélief of this needy historic family in a manner 
peculiarly a 1 The papers of Jackson, 
which since 1 3 bave bad a varied and ra“ der 
remarkabie experience—for many years their 
whereabouts was absolutely unknown—dare now 
owned by the Jacksons, and can be purehased 
by the United States. They comprise the rec- 
ords of the "General's campaigns of the Creek 
War, the defense of New Orieans and the Fiorida 
invasion, and a large number of other docu- 
menotsef related interest. We think it will be 
generally agreed that Government ougut to 
own these papers. It will also be generally 
agreed that it is discreditable to American gen- 
erosity and patriotism that the family of Andrew 
Jackson should be allowed to know what want is. 
A little less talk and a little more turkey for the 
Jacksons at 8th of January celebrations would 
be in order. 


THE auction-sale, at New York last week, 
of the Bushnell collection of American coins and 
medals, realized in the aggregate $13,901. The 
Messrs. Chapman were the purchasers of about 
25 per cent of the entire collection, and, of the 
coins and medals purchased by them, one- alf 
were on orders from customers, and the other 
half for their own stock or private collection. 
Mr. Parmelee, the largest individual buyer, 
spent about $3,800; Mr. Frossard paid about 
$2,500, partly for his own collection and the bal- 
ance on commission; and George W. Cogan, the 
next largest purchaser, expended about $1,600. 
The three highest prices paid for what the late 
Mr. Busboell considered the gems of his collec- 
tion were $650 for the Good Samaritan shilling, 
purchased by L. G. Parmelee, of Boston; 8550 
for the Lord Baltimore penny, also bought by 
Mr. Parmelee; and $505 for the Ephraim Brasher 
gold doubloon of 1787, whieh Mr. Frussaru bought 
for a coliector in the West who did not wish his 
name made public. The sale was one of the 
largest and most important which has ever taken 
place in the country; priced catalogs, it is 
stated, will be in great demand by collectors. 
and the figures obtained will very largely assist 
in fixing the standard of market values for some 
time to come. 


THE census returns give 155,000,000 pounds 
asthe amount of wool clipped from 385,000,000 
sheep in the United States in the spring of 1880. 
This shows encouraging progress since 1870, 
when the reported clip was 100,000,000 pounds 
from 28,000,000 sheep. Nearly a fourth of the 
entire production of 1880 is returned from two 
States—namely: Ohio, which is credited with 
25,000,000 pounds of wool and 3,000,000 sheep, and 
California, which shows nearly 17,000,000 pounds 
of wool and 4,000,000 sheep. In 1870 the clip of 
California was 11,000,000 and that of Ohio 20,000,- 
000 pounds. After these two States come, in 
1880, Michigan with 12,000,000, New York 9,000,- 
000, Pennsylvania 8,000,000. Missouri 7,000,000, 
and Wisconsin 7,000,000 pounds. The rapid 
growth of sheep-raising in Texas is shown by 
the fact that the number of sheep increased be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 from 700,000 to nearly 2,000,- 
000, and the amount of wool shorn from 1,250,- 
000 to nearly 7,000,000 pounds. The increase in 
the production of wool has always been marked 
n mien e » Missouri, Pennsylvania, and Wis- 
consin; but in New York the reported clip of 
1880 was more than 1,500,000 pounds less than 
that of 1870, while the number of sheep was 
nearly 500,000 smaller in 1880 than in 1870.

EW YORK, June 28.—Police Commissioner 
Matthews and Superintendent Walling sailed 
for Havre on the steamship St. Germain, of the 
French Line, this afternoon. The object of the 
trip is partiy for the purpose of making*a prac- 
tical study of the different police systems of 
Great Britain and Ireland and some of the 
countries on the Continent.

CINCINNATI, June %8.—Toward noon today it 
was noticed that the inmates of No. 9% Milton 
street had not yet arisen, and the curiosity of 
the neighbors led first to au attempt to rouse 
them, and thatfailing, the house was entered by a 
force. A horrible discovery followed. The 
father, Henry C. Cole, a lawyerof some prom- 
inence, his wife, and their only child, a girl 
about 20 years of age, all lay dead in their beds. 
Each one of them had been shot through the 
head, and the pillows and bedclothing were stiff 
with blood. 

THE EVIDENCE . 
went to show that Cole had first shot his wife 
through the tempie witb a 48-calibre revolver, 
when she was sleeping at his side. Then he 
went into the adjoining room and shot his 
daughter, who had wakened and partly risen at 
the sound of the discharge that killed her 
mother. Seeing that both shots were effectual, 
Cole then returned to bis wife’sroom and took 
bis place in the bed at her side. Placing one of 
the dead woman’s arms about his neck, as 
though she were sleeping with bis head on her 
shoulder, the man finished the terrible tragedy 
by placing the muzzie of the revolver at his own 
forehead and pulling the trigger. 
THE WEAPON 

has but three empty barrels, showing that each 
shot did the fatal work it was intendcd to ac- 
complish.

PRIZE-FIGHTING. 


The Walling-Campbeli Mill in West 
Virginia. 

GREENSBORO, Pa., June 23.—The State au- 
thorities of West Virginia have suffered anotner 
outrage upon their feelings and the laws of their 
State. Two pugilists, named respectively T. B. 
Walling and Bryan Campbeil, ba ve come all the 
way’from Colorado to show that they could 
fight in our sister State with impunity. Yester- 
day afternoon the steamer J. G. Blaine was 
boarded in Pittsburg by the usual class of 
citizens attending exhibitions of muscle and 
nerve in the twenty-four foot ring. Take them 
as a whole, the beauty of their physique did not 
rise above the shoulders. The faces to be seen 
around the supper- table of the steamer were 
worthy the pencil of a Hogarth, and certainly 
showed more phases ot ugliness’ than are often 
saueezed into a mob of thirty or forty men. 
However, their personal advantages of appear- 
ance were not seif-bestowed, and truth compels 
the statement that the behavior of the sporting 
party on the boat was unexceptionabie. There 
were no rows or blackguardism, and it is proba- 
bie that many of the other passengers upon the 
Movongahela had no idea that the boat was car- 
rying material for an interesting athletic enter- 


tainment. The Blaine arrived at Greensboro 
about 6:45 a. m. today. A review of 
THE CROWD 

showed that it numbered at least 100, including 
reporters. The small steamer Harry, of Greens- 
boro, was engaged to carry some thirty-five, and 
the others wade their way to the scene of the 
fight by wagons, pedestrianism, etc. An hour's 
ride on the tbrought the excursionists to a 
point in Monongahela County, W. Va., just 
across the border.

The next four rounds were all in favor of 
Walling, be making up for his lack of striking 
ability by getting in most of the rather feebie 
biows without return. 

Round 13—Campbel! who began to show signs 
of weakness in his legs, threw all his strength 
into a running blow at Walling’s ribs, follow 
it up with another over the left eye. He receiv 
a smash on the eye, and then Walling dropped. 
Campbell's face was ina very raw condition, and 
to say that it looked like raw beefsteak would 
be but a feeble simile. However, be still smiled 
as well as the conditions ef his features would 
allow, and loudly expressed confidence of win- 
ning the battle. 

e rest of the fight could only be described 
in the manner already applied in the rounds 
given in detail above. Walling, though suffer- 
ing intense pain from his broken knuckles 
every time he struck the apparently insensate 
carcass of bis opponent, came up to the scratch 
in good shape until the end of the thirty-first, 
round. In this round, after fighting pretty 
evenly all over the ring, Campbell wound up by 
planting 

A WICKED, CRASHING STROKE 
on the side of Walling’s neck, which drop 
him. His second picked u the fallen 
bero and found that the last blow had 
finished him, wnearly disiocating his verte- 
bral column. Up went the sponge at 10:51, 
amid the yells ot Campbell and his friends, the 
latter lifting the victor and carrying bim around 
the ring. As soon as the latter bad recovered a 
little from his transports, which found vent ina 
good standing jump over the ropes, he passed 
around the hat for the vanquished one, raising 
$6, which was banded over to Walling, with the 
assurance that no ill-will was entertained to- 
ward him by bis late foeman. 

As soon as the fight was over the excursion- 
ists returned to Brownsvile by the steamer Har- 
ry, and thence by train to Pittsburg. The bat- 
tle was one of the bardest and fairest ever 
fought, and though it lasted but thirty-one min- 
utes, both parties will feel its effects for some 
time to come.

Another frightful accident on the cable 
road occurred yesterday afternoon, and it 
was due to the carelessness, or, 
as Superintendent Holmes expressed it, 
to the “bull-beadedness” of a conductor, 
John F. Young by name. It was the saddest of 
all the calamities scored up against the railroad 
company since the introduction of the fatal 
grip. This time the victim was Mrs. 
Charles Lancaster, the wife of a carpenter 
residing: at No. 163 Napoleon place. She is not 
dead yet, or was not at last accounts, but it is

Mrs. Lancaster was at once 
thrown off her balance, but she ciung 
to one of the iron guards and was along 
several feet. Finally, however, she lost her 
hold and fell violently to he ground, and when 
she fell der right managed in some 
way to get under the wheels, which crushed 
mercilesly down upon it. Her clothing — 
caught in the truck, she was 
and led along the track “for ul- 
ly «ea . The unfortunate woman 
uttered an awful scream when she first felt the 
wheels, but after that bore up most heroically. 
The accident was witnessed by & large number 
of horrified cjtizens;and from all sides came 
trantic calis for the car mento stop the train. 
It was all the work of a very few moments, and 
Conductor Young bad already signaied for a 
stop, but the signal having to go to another con- 
ductor before reaching the driver, the stop came 
too late. A crowd of excited people rushed 
to the. relief of Mra. r, who 
was ly almost unconscious in the mud and 
rain of street, the biood flowing from her 
lacerated limb in such a stream that 
it actually trickled into and stained the 
filthy water of the gutter. By a tucky 
chance the Kawson street trol-wagon, which 
was just returning frum a “ run “. with the body 
of a negro accidentally killed, drove up to 
where Mrs. Lancaster was lying almost before the 
train had stopped. She was lifted carefully 
into the vebicle and was followed by her young 
lady companion and the two boys. Oneof the 
little fellows cried in the most beartbroken way, 
and the injured woman, though weak from loss 
= ee and suffering the most excruciating 
pain,

The pbysi- 
cians state that the great danger is from 
the excessive loss of blood and from the tact 
that Mrs. Lancaster has been under treatment 
fora year or more for dropsy of the heart, it 
being ty ys that the disease will be aggra- 
vated by the injury done to the limb.

which resulted last Friday in the resignation of 
Mr. Northrop, the mapaging «editor, who was 
succeeded by a former employé of the 
Sentinel. This gave rise to a generai uneasiness 
among the editurs and printers, the belief being 
that they were all to be displaced. C. C. Bows- 
field, city editor, resigned at once, and Mr. Hor- 
ace Rubiee, editor of the Republican- Sentinel.

STOCKBRIDGE INDIANS. 


Complaint that They Have Been Swin- 
died Out of Their Reservation Lands 
in Wisconsin—Some’' Serious Allega- 
tions. 

wpecial Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 23.—Sachem Waun- 
nonova, of the Stockbridge tribe of Indians, 
well-known in this State as “Much” Intelli- 
gence, is in this city today on his way to Wash- 
ington to ask Congressional investigation 
into what is claimed to be gross in- 
justice and fraud to his tribe. This man, 

though a fuli blooded Stockbridge, is a 

college graduate, and has great influence with 

his tribe. He is commonly known by the name 
of Adams. His story, although partially given 
to the public through the local newspapers, is 
startiing in its interest. He has fortitied him- 
self by affidavits as to the truth ot each detail 
of his story. The Chief's story is that the 
tribe has been robbed of three-fourths of its 
reservation, consisting of some of the finest 
pine lands in the worid, by the pine-land ring,” 
through the aid of influential members of Con- 
gress. His story of the affair, for the truth of 
each point of which Adams makes reference te 
official documents, is as follows: In 1848 
all members of the Stockbridge tribe were 
made citizens by act of Congress, and lands as- 
signed in severaity. Three years tater the act 
was repealed and the tribe's condition restored. 
ln 1848 a minority of the tribe entered into an 
agreement to sell the entire reservation and 
to accept therefore a large tract of land 
in Minnesota and $20,000 in money, to be divided 
among those who were citizens, when in fact 
none were citizens. Under this agreement an 
enroliment was to be made by the Indian Agent 
at Green Bay. The agent reported bimselt 
unable to make any enroliment. The indian 

Bureau then appointed a Commussioner to 

make a treaty with the tribe. Such 

treaty was made, but rejected by the Senate on 
the ground that it did not sufficiently guard the 
rights of the white men who had squatted on 

reservation. The Indian Commissioner then di- 

rected that a new treaty be made. This was done 

Feb. 11, 1856, and the treaty ratified. Under its 

provisions the entire tribe relinquished claim to 

the land of the Stockbridge Reservation and ac- 
cepted in lieu two townsbips on the boundary of 
the Menimonee Reservation. In the face of this 

treaty a bill was introduced in Congress in 1871 

to provide for the sale of three-quarters of the 

reservation. The land was one of the most 
valuable pine tracts in the world, and Adams 
and his tribe, who sustain bim io his action, 
claim that speculators were determined to have 
it. At that time T. O. Howe, now Postmaster- 

General, was in the Senate. Philetus Saw- 

now Senator from this State, was in 
House. Adams appeals to the 
records of Congressivnal proceedings to show 
that both men worked and voted for the meas- 
ure. The bill became a law. the land was sold 
for a low figure, and untold profits were the re- 
sult to speculators. Adams bas amdavits to 
show that Sawyer was interested in the specula- 
tion, and that bis profits contributed to make the 
present Senator's colossal fortune. Other promi- 
neut politicians, whose names are to be given to 
the public, are alle to be parties to the af- 
fair. The Stockbridges are poor, and have had 
nv influences to aid them in obtaining what they 
claim to be their rights in the matter. Adams 
has been to Washington, but received no aid. 

The presentation of Pound's bill, which the 

Indians claim would still further deprive 

them of their rights, bas influenced him to go to 

Washington and have the whoie matter investi- 

gated. he Indians claim that the treaty with 

them in 1571 was as binding on the Government 
as oo themselves, and the passage of the act of 
that year and the sale of their lands in spite of 
the treaty was a fraud and wrong which the 
Government should rectify.

She was 
the daughter of Recorder Maturin Livingston, 
and was born at Staatsburg, the country seat of 
ber grandfather, Major-General, Chief-Justice, 
and Gov. Morgan Lewis. The books of der 
youth were the Roman and oid English classics. 
Her friends were the old General's companions 
in arms and the statesmen and foreiguers who 
enjoyed the hospitality of her great-uncle, 
Chancelior Livingston, at Clermont. Many 
of the soldiers and statesmen of the 
Revolution became her intimate friends. 
Cultivation @amiliarized her with the German. 
French. Spanish, Italian, Latin, and Greek 
languages, the last of which she learned when 
over 70 to read tne Testaments in the original. 
She spent two years traveling in Europe when 
over 15, and on ber return published the biog- 
raphies ot her granatathers, Francis and Mor- 
gan Lewis. These yolumes sparkie with lively 
reminiscences ot the Kevolutionary time d of 
public and domestic lite in old New Yor Her 
parlors forty years ago were the resort of many 
of our statesmen, some Of our Presidents, and 
most of our historians, poets, and literary men. 
After marrying Mr. Delafield she spent her time 
between his home in Fifth avenue and bis coun- 
try seat at Riverdale. She was greatly inter- 
ested in education, and formany years was at 
the head of one of the ragged schools. She 
leaves three children and numerous grand- 
children, ali residing in this city.

Kinostos, June 28.—Elijah Van Koughnet, 
the murderer of John Richardson at Buck Lake, 
was executed this morning. The particulars of 
bis crime have already appeared in Tux Turn- 
UNE. Ine execution took place inside the 
jail, and by lamp-light. Van Koughnet, con- 
trary to expectation, was quite strong, and re- 
quired no assistance to walk. Ascending a short 
and narrow stairway, 

THE CHAMBER OF DEATH 

was reached. The poor fellow bravely stepped 
upon the trap. To prevent any one ‘seeing 
what transpired the Sheriff refused to 
remove the outer shutters, and the 
piace had to be lit by lamps. The 
plattorm was about three feet wide 
by six long, and painted black. While his arms 
were being pinioned on the scaffold, be told the 
bangmman not to draw the cord so tight, that it 
hurt him. When all was ready he cried aioud, 
“My God, have mercy on my poor soul!” and 
repeated it two or three times.

Efforts to Colonize the Canadian North- 
west. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Orrawa, June 28.—Molyneux St. John, Mau- 
aging Director of the Land Corporation of Can- 
ada, an English company, of which the Duke of 
Manchester ig President, is in the city. The 
company bas purchased 250,000 acres of land 
from the Canada Pacific syndicate, and has also 
purchased lands in other quarters. Mr. St. John 
was until a few months ago Emigration Agent 
for the Canada Pacific @ailway syndi- 
cate and St. Paul & Manitoba Railway 
in Engiand. He reports that there are 
two classes of tenant farmers who are 
disposed to .emigrate to Canada—farmers 
who do not feel disposed to invest any more 
money athome and would emigrate if the re- 
ports of their friends are favorable as to this 
country, and young men who thi they can 
uud an opening dere which they could not find 
atbome. The syndicate has been as yet unable 
to see its way clear to do anything in the way 
of assisted passages for the reason that until 
the Thunder * section of the road is com- 
leted there is danger of emigrants for the 
Yorthwest being —— off by American agents. 
The same cause bas restricted the efforts of the 
Canadian Government to some extent. One 
difficulty which Canadian emigration agents 
have had to contend against was the jfact that 
steamboat agents complained that in the 
past they had no guarantee that they would 
et anything more than ordinary steam- 
at commission for emigrants going to 
Canada, while they were paid so much per bead 
for emigrants sent to the U nited States per year. 
There was a prejudice existing against Canada 
in Eugland owing to the exaggerated stories 
about the severity of the climate in this country 
and to the undue stress laid, by correspondents 
on sleigung and tobogganing parties, etc. 
There are difficulties in the way of procuring a 
continental emigration, more especialiy from 
Germany, but Mr. St. John thinks a larger share 
will be secured as soon as there is an assurance 
that emigrants sent to tne Northwest will reach 
their destination.

Cowardly Detectives Allow Two Desper- 
adoes to Escape.

Death of Cattle from Anthrax.

MONTREAL, June 24,—A large number of cat- 
tle brought here from Ontario some time since 
to be shipped to England were turned out to 
graze near the city to await tne steamer char- 
tered to take them across. Some fifteen died 
suddeniy, as it was supposed, from eating a 
poisonous weed. This turns out to be an error, 
as McEachren, the Government Veterinary In- 
spector, says the animals died from a disease 
called anthrax. The mortality occurred through 
the cattle being allowed to feed upon land 
where carcasses of animals that had died of it 
were buried. It was a practice only too common 
here for farmers to bury animals that had died 
of anthrax instead of burning them. The poison 
would remain in the . — for years. The cat- 
tle taken to Point @ Charlies had not been treat- 
ed; they had simply been removed from the taint- 
ed land, and most of them, not being badly at- 
fected, recovered.

THE MASS-MEETING. 
OUTPOURING OF IRISH-AMERICANS AT CEN- 
TRAL MUSIC-HALL. . 
The meeting at Central: Music-Hall in the 


evening was one of the greatest events in the 


history of the Irish movement in Chicago, and 
indicates clearly the popularity of the speaker 
and the interest in the cause he advocates. 
Long before 8 o' clock the entrance was blocked 
up with a press of people eager to hear the ora- 


tor and partioipate in the welcome to him. Mr. 


Davitt had been escorted to the stage-door bya 


detachment of 180 men of the Hibernian Rifles, 


under Maj. Lusk, and subsequently the mili- 
tia did efficient service in the lobbies 
preserving order. The scene within 
the hall was unique and impressive. 


Over the orxan- loft was draped the green flag 


and harp of Ireland and the starry banner of 
the United States in richest harmony. The vast 
auditorium was fnhed with 2,000 enthusiastic 
patriots who cheered to the echo every noble 
and det ant utterance. The large audience was 


intelligent, appreciative, and orderly, and the 
meeting was a success in every particular. 

At 8:15 o'clock the members of the Reception 
Committee and the invited guests filed on the 
stage, among the number being W. J. Hynes, 
Judge Barnum, Aid. Sweeney, Michael 
Keeley, Kichard Prendergast, James Sulli⸗ 
van, Judge Moran, A. P. Callaghan, Michael 
Lynoach, M. M. Bardon, William Dillon, Fraue 
Agnew, Father Cashman, Father McGuire, J. R 
Coffee, J. J. Curran, P. R. Higgins, Mayor Har- 
rison, Martin Beem, Justus Melvor, George 
McGarrigie, and John Burke of Milwaukee;

As Mr. Davitt's face became visible to the 
house the vast audience burst forth into a storm 
of applause and ringing cheers. Hats were 
waved in the air anda scene of the wildest en- 
tbusiasm ensued. Again-and again the cheers 
died down only to again burst forth. 

When order had Ween obtained, Mr. Richard 
Prendergast, as Chairman of the meeting, 
stepped forward and said that whenever British 
statesmen desired to single out the American 
seat of treason to England they named Chicago, 
The meeting which he addressed proved. by the 
thousands clamoring for admission that at least 
Chicago was not a traitor to Ireland, for ber 
people were greeting ana welcoming and doing 
honor to a man because he had a name synony- 
mous with Ireland and her best interests, That 
man is the illustrious Michael Davitt. [Long 
applause.] For what he has been, for what be 
is, for what he ever will be—a devoted 
son of his motheriand—the audience 
were present to manifest their love and to ren- 
der their appreciation of the sublime efforts he 
bas made and will continue to make in the 
cause of his country, They were proud to un- 
cover in his presence and eager to bear every 
word which should fall from his lips, whose 
every word been in Ireland's behalf. Mi- 
cheei Davitt had 4 right to be heard. a right 
earned by what he had done, and especially 

BY WHAT HE HAD 8SUFFERED— 
aright confirmed forever by the purity of his 
motives and the greatness of bis sacrifices. 
The Chicago Convention of two years 
ago was the keynote and the voice 
of the beartbeat and deepest thought of 
Irishmen the world over. The chief object must 
be irish nationality and independence (loud 
applause). The alles of Ireland in America 
would remain faithful to the policy ot Ireland 
wherever she might lead without any attempt to 
dictate from this side of the water what meas- 
ures shall be pursued on the otherside. No 
movement ever bad a greater array of brilliant 
leaders, chief among whom were Davitt, Par- 
nell, and Dillon. Americans would always be 
responsive to aspirations toward nationality 
from whatever source or whatever peo- 
ple they may spring. The only 
solution of the Iris questions of all 
kinds is that which will give to that country a 
free and untrammeled Parliament in Ireland 
under an irish Government. The American 
people can have no political sympathy with any

DESPERATE EFFORT TO ACCOMPLISH THE 

SAME END. 

Will England consent to the abolition of Irish 
landiordism? The leader of the Tory party has 
already declared aimself in favor of a peasant 
proprietary in Ireland, and, if Paruell is to be 
credited, the Liberal Government is willing to 
go as far as its Conservative opponents in the 
same direction. 

Will the abojition of landlordism accomplish 
the good predfited by the Land-Leaguers? We 
declare it will. There are only 5,000,000 ac of 
Irish soil at present under cultivation, while, on 


the testimony of all who know Ireland and of 


such English authorities as Johh-Stuart Mill 
— Arnold, Ciifl Lesite, and others, the land of 
Ireland, if relieved of the restrictive influences 
of landiordism, would be capable of supporting 
from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 of people.

0,000 or 15,000 landlords to abstract $60,000,000 a 
year from the labor and land of the country, how 
many people could be sustained and how 
much more cereal wealth couid be produced 
when 12,000,000 acres of land could be placed 
under cultivation, and the rents now lost to the 
country in absenteeism be left in Lreiand to de- 
velop its full natural resources and revive trade 


and commerce? 


Have not reasonable concessions been made 
already by Mr. Gladstone? 

The Land act of last year if,.unamended by 
further legisiation is caiculiifed to prolong the 
existence of Iris landiordism. The Irish peo- 
ple make a national demand for the entire abo- 
lition of the system thet nas worked them such 
wrong and misery and not that some of its ex- 
isting evils sbould be reformed. The contest 
going on in Ireland today is 

BETWEEN A PEOPLE AND A SYSTEM. 
In the struggle either landlordism or the people 
must be left in possession of the soil of Ireland. 
This is the plain issue—no compromise will be 
made—no surrender will take place—jandiord- 
lam must go bag and baggage once and forever. 
[Cheers. ] 

What iand system will be sdiected by the peo- 
ple of Ireland in place of landlordism? 

In ail probability a peasant proprietary, as Mr. 
Parnell ie in favor of such a system and as both 
the English political parties are more or less 
pledgéd to this scheme. Lamof opinion that a 
peasant proprietary will necessarily merge into 
the nationalization of the land, owing to the 
poverty of the tenant farmer ciass and their in- 
ability to provide the purchase-money required 
by Mr. Parnell's plan of settlement. As the 
question of Irish political autonomy is now com- 
ing rapidiy to the front and likely to soon gain 
admittance within the region of practical poli- 
tics, lam quite willing to await the advent of 
an Irish Parliament for the full accomplishment 
of the object for which the Land League was 
r to win for the people of Ire- 
land the land of Ireland as the national prop- 
erty. This preference of mine for the national- 
ization of the land will in no way interfere with 
my codperation with my colleagues in the Land 
League in the work of completely 

ABOLISHING IRISH LANDLORDISM, 

i have now a few words tosay upon what may 
appear a personal matter, but which I deem it 
necessary in the interest of the cause of Ireland 
to give expression to. There are some phases of 
Irish political character that are seidom pointed 
out to our people which have manifested them- 
selves to some extent recentiy in connection 
with some utterances of mine in England. The 
tendency to put an uncbaritable rather than a 
fair and just construction upon words and acts 
of Irish public men isa feature in Irish. political 
life that often costs the cause of Irish reform 
the services of sincere but sensitive men. If it 
be objected thatatoo sensitive disposition of 
mind is a weakness in a public man, 1 would re- 
ply that it is also a proof of sincere conviction, 
and that until the perfectability of human 
nature is reached it is but just and wise to give 
as great a measure of toleration to sincere con- 
victions as to the plastic disposition of opportune 
opinion. 

There is also an amountof intolerance in Irish 
political movements that is calculated to weaken 
belief in the sincerity of our professions to a 
contrary disposition. The man who will pander 
to the passions of a people and never venture 
beyond the topics that flatter their national van- 
ity is sure of bis full measure of popular ap- 
plause, while he who endeavors to adopt more 
practical, because more common sense, methods 
of wielding the moral power of a people for the 
achievement of popular good is in danger of 
national as well as polftical ostracism at the 
hands of the masses. 

Three and a half years ago I ventured to de- 
clare, both in this country and in Ireland, that 
the land should be made the basis of the Irish 
National movement, and the energies of the 

ple of Ireland be concentratea upon the so- 
ution of the Irish social problem alone. I well 
remember the storm of opposition with which 
this new departure was met, and the very choice 
expressions that were made use of in the denun- 
ciation of such an anti-national proposal. My 
uncharitabie critics failed to see what a study of 
progressive reform would make plain that polit- 
ica! or social freedom is seldom or ever wou upon 
purely sentimental issues unless associated with 
the stronger and more 
MECHANICAL FORCE OF RATIONAL SEL. 
INTEREST. 

The history of the Irish struggle during the 
past three years has shown that this codperation 
of political forces, this combination of material 
with the cause of self-government, did fifty 
times more than did the previous ten years’ 
sentimental advocacy of bome rule by Isaac 
Butt and his party. The intensity of the social 
struggie bas powerfully advanced the cause of 
home government, while the growth of national 
feeling generated from the educational wreck 
of agitation has astonished the world. In the 
exercise of my right to express an opinion upon 
the best plan of settlement of the irish land 
question, and in furtherance of a habit of mind 
which causes me to estimate the value of polit- 
ical forces which I see around the Lrish cause, I 
have given expression to certain views since 
leaving Portland that have earned for me the 
distinction of tho best oppressed of all the 
Land- Leaguers — ngland while being the most 
misrepresented of ail my colleagues by some of 
my owncountrymen. As this circumstance 
for explanations from me, I am rather thankful 
than otherwise that 1 am presented with a legit- 
imate opportunity for discussing some phases 
of an Irish political character that demand the 
serious consideration of ail thoughtful Irisb- 
men. 

One of the deductions made from some of my 
speeches in England by Irish journalists in 
America is that 1 propose an alliance with the 
English people. and t this must necessarily 
mean the tbrowing over or abandonment of 

sh nationality. 

Vibe fact that I have noWhere. by either tongue 
or pen, made any such pro {cheers}, ap- 
pears 40 have uo weight with my critics in the 
scale of ment, just as the proposal con- 
tained in my Liverpool speech to make the land

Io my Liverpool s oh I laid 
down general a upon which such a 
movement could rest. I put fortha plan of land 
reform which | knew to be an advanced one, but 
which I was anxious should test public opinion 
upon a question of vital import to humanity. If 
anybody has been benefited more than another 
by the criticism which my *cheme has called 
forth, it is Mr. Parnell. The world recognizes 
bim as a wiser and more prudent politician than 
[am—knoowledge which was always in my pos- 
session—@nd the English Government would very 
much prefer to deal with Mr. Parnell, and adopt 
bis plan of peasant proprietary. than come to 
terms with me upon au issue that would sap 
the very foundations of autocratic rule and as- 
cendency. [Applause.] 

Pam of the opinion that the nationalization of 
the land of Ireland is the only scheme whereby 
all the people of Ireland would be directly ben- 
efited by the abdlition of landlordiem, and that 
is the only just and logical definition-of the Land 
League—viz.: ** The land forthe people!” [Ap- 
piause.} I propose that this should be the sys- 
tem under the administration of apd Irish par- 
liament.

GENEROUS, AND TOLERANT PROPLFE. 

The latest news from Ireland informs us that 
the landlords are forming A’ league for the pur-

nglish and Scotch farmers. This the Liberal 
Government will aid them in doing if we permit 
it. What shall our answer be? This: Let the 
whole Irish race be organized into a confedera- 
tion for the purpose of defeating this last effort 
to sustain landlordism, and to test once and for- 
ever whether this system of depopulation and 
plunder is to exist in Ireland or not. Kely upon 
it that we in Ireland will do our duty, but unless 
we are sustained by you the contest must be 
unequal and the result uncertain.

OTHER SPEECHES. 
JOHN REDMOND, OF IRELAND. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Davitt's address calls 
were made for John Redmond, the brother of 
the Irish member of Parliament, and as he 
stepped forward the audience were greeted with 
a fresh, manly young face, full of evident sin- 
cerity and eloquent enthusiasm. He, too, was 
greeted with long rolls of applause. He com- 
menced by saying that no words could express 
the honor he felt at being allowed to address a 
Chicago audience. As one who had left the dear 
old country but a short time ago, he simply 
wished to report that Ireland today 
was the same generous, brave old coun- 
try ag, of yore. Today its fields were 
as green ana its people as brave as of old. To- 
day Ireland's old enemy was as relentless as in 
days gone by. Landlordism was still cursing 
the people and the land. The landlords have ro- 
ceived from the people every chance which it 
was possible to extendtothem. Such was their 
blindness that they threw away every chance of 
conciliation. The Irish people cannot longer be 
conciliated. They had determined that land- 
lordism should be abolished onve and forever. It 
was the cause of all these measures of coercion 
the people of Ireland have been visited with. 
The coercion act of the labt year was passed di- 
rectly in the interest of IAXNdlordism and against 
those who had the best interests of the country 
at heart. 

The speaker proposed to tell how Forster ad- 
ministered the act by which 1,000 innocent Irish- 
men were.cast into prison. Forster said he 
wanted this Coercion act to use against murder- 
ers, whom everybody wanted suppressed. Not 
without some opposition, he fairly wrung this 
billfrom the British House of Commons, with 
the understanding that it was to be used solely 
against such guilty men. Forster said all he 
needed was to bave arbitrary power to arrest. 
Instead of using the power agaiost mur- 
derers and assasins. he used it 
only against men incapable of crimes 
and against men who were using ail 
their intiluence to keep the country quiet. The 
whole administrauon was in the bands of the 
royal Irish constabulary. — In many 
cases the local police were at enmity with the 
leaders of the Land League, and it was natural 
they should use their power not for purposes of 
justice, but as a means of petty malice and re- 
venge. The treatment of the imprisoned men 
would have been infinitiy worse had it not been 
for the untiring efforts of certain patriotic Lrish 
members of Parliament. Forster found that ar- 
resting men and women on _ suspicion 
was not attaining the ends he desired, 
and be therefore ordered the issuing of 
a circular to he constabulary all over 
the country, telling them that people were not 
only to be arrested on suspicion, but that also 
any ignorant policeman might shoot down like a 
dog any man or woman whom he suspected of 

BEING ABOUT TO COMMIT A CRIME. 
This circular fell into the hands ot Thomas 
Sexton, the matter was brought upin the House 
of Commons, and for the first time Forster was 
made to biush. 

Before the organization of the Land League 
things looked very dark for Ireland. The peo- 
pie rallied around it and worked on unitedly 
and determined to * together. Today they 
have every hope of coming .. They 
see the signs multiplying which teil 
of coming social and itical reforms. The 
people should reeollect that they have now an 
admission from their enemies that the princi- 
ples were just and right. ‘Though the bill may 
not bring very material benefits, it cannot but 
be viewed as a very important measure, Now 
for the first time there is a band of men in the 
British House of Commons who are incorrupti- 
ble. The Irish Parliamen party have given 
more trouble and worry to British Govérn- 
ment in ashorter time than any other body of 
men. The Irish people had first to make up 
theirown minds as to reforms, which was com- 
paratively easy, thea to make up the minds of 
the English digas and in many instances to 


find the min rst. 

The speake pealed to his hearers in the 
name of God to avoid disunion, which has ever 
been the one rock which has split the hopes of 
Ireland in the past, and not to be blind to the 
fact that, do what they can, suffer what they 
may, never would the sunburst of prosperity 
shed its revivify influence over Ireland until 
the cloud of disunion is driven away forever. 
The great object for Iriehmten is to better the 
land where they were born, that in years here- 
after future generations may say Of the preseat 
race that, whatever they may have lacked, 

did not lack lofty and unselfish patriotism.

The complaint was 
made by au oilicer of the Health Department, 
who stated that in tne Union street condemna- 
tion case the representative of Andrews had 
testified that the protits éf his business was $100,- 
000 per year, and claimed $25,000 damages for the 
opening of the street. He thoughtif the busi- 
ness paid so well the nuisance might be abated, 
and the Justice concurred in that opinion.

Yet 
the Sheriff gets 25 cents per day for each 
prisoner he feeds on ryo coffee, cheap beef, 
cheap bread, and thin soup. Here is a chance 
for a comparison with a vengeance. 


FEDERAL RELATIONS. 


The Pension Agency yesterday disbursed 
$73,569. 

The receipts of customs duties on import 
yesterday were $5,767. 

The Sitv-Treasury yesterday redeemed 
84.000 in silver and disbursed $10,000 in gold. 


The receipts of infernal revenue yesterday 
were $19,279, of which $11,494 was from spirits, 
$1.971 from cigars, $5,563 from tobacoo, $127 
from beer, and $122 from special and miscella- 
neous sources. 

At 100’clock Monday morning the watches, 
diamonds, and other jeweiry, which were seized 
on March 27 by Inspector Keefe for non-pay- 
ment of customs duties, will be sold at thé 
north door of the Court- House. There are 
some very desirable articies to be disposed of, 
and-quite an animated duction sale is antici- 
pated. 

Dr. Truman W. Miller, surgeon of the Ma- 
rine Hospital, returned yesterday from an ex- 
tended tour through the Yellowstone country and 
the British possessions. Dr. Miller states that 
the favorable reports of the growing wheat crop 
in Minnesota are justified.

The contract between the Village of Hyde 
Park and the Pullman Company for the water 
supply at Pullman was yesterday completed by 
the addition of the signatures of George M. 
Pullman, President, ang A. 8. Weinsheimer, 
Secretary of the Pullman Company. 

By the terms of the contract 52,000, Kul- 
lous at $50 per 1,000,000 gallons will be delivered 
at Pullman by the new Hyde Park Water- 
Works, the Pullman Company to pay $25 for 
each million gailons delivered monthly in excess 
of that quantity. Tne Pullman yon 
further guarantee that the contract shall be 
wo $6,000 a year to the village. The contract 
is to remain in force forten years, and at the 
expirauion of that time may be broken at the 
weasure of either party thereto. The water- 
supply main to Pullman is completed, and as 
soon as the finishing touches are given to the 
immense receiving tank, with a capacity of 500,- 
000 gallons, the system will be putin active op- 
eration.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. ‘ 
Washinoron, D. C., June 28.—Secretary Lin- 
coln bas rendered his decision upon the report 
as to the Lake-Froat. He declines to approve 
the plans for docks to be constructed for the 
Iitnois Central Railway, as there certainly is a 
doubt about the title of that company. Secre- 
tury Lincoln is of opinion that the matter must 
ultimately be decided by the courts. The fol- 
lowing is his opinion: 

Memorandum of the Secretary of War in Re- 
lation the Chicago Harbor: The records of the 
War Department show that a Board of En- 
gineecrs constituted by special order Aug. 3, 1871, 
to establish the limiting lines for docks and 
wherves in the basin then being formed by the 
construction of the United States breakwater,

**After all questions of rights along the 
lake shore have been disposed of, whoever may 
be entitied to build piers should be required to 
submit bis plans tothe Engineer Department 
tor approval. Until that time all parties should 
be probibited from filling up any partof the 
basin now being formed outeide of the present 
line of piling made to protect the tracks of the 
IUinois Central Railway Company.’ 

This report and ztbe limiting dockline estab- 
lished at a distance of 1,340 feet from the rail- 
way breakwater were made upon a considera- 

, tion of the existence of that breakwater and of 
the other circumscribing lines of the basin. 


THE CHIEF OF ENGINEERS, 


in submitting the report, recommended ‘that 
the construction of wharves within the limiting 
barbor-line south of Randolph street shall not 
be authorized until the plans for them have been 
approved by the Secretary of War.’ 

“This recommendation was approved by the 
Secretary of War Oct. 4, 1871. In June, 1881, the 
Hilinois Central Railway Company began to drive 
a line of sheet piling 100 feet cagtward of the 
present breakwater from Tweiftistreet in Chi- 
cago to the 8 une of Randolph street, 
claiming that an ordinance of the City of Chi- 
cago, adopted in 1882, granted to the Iilinois 
Central Railway Company a right-of-way 
feet wide, of which only 200 feet in width has 
been up to this time actually occupied.

@orps of Engineers, in charge of the improve- 
ment of the Chicago harbor, objected to this 
work as an encroachment upon the barbor as 
laid out under authority of the War Department 
in 1871, and informed the railway company that 
uo construction in any way affecting the barbor 
can be projected into the lake, except such as 
may be authorized by the proper authorities at 
Washington.’ Upon this the railway compapy 
directed the work to be discontinued, but re- 
quested that the matter should be 
presented to the Board of Engineers 
to obtain approval of tho pro 
work.’

Before 
this submission was made, the General Solicitor 
of the Illinois Central Railroad addressed a com- 
munſcauon to the Secretary of War, advising 
him that the company desired to occupy the en- 
tire space 0 feet wide which was appropriated 
to its use by the Common uncil in 
1882, and to that end to construct a 
line of sheet piling about 100 feet east 
of the present shore line and to fill the interven- 
ing space.

It is now stated that the Directors ot the 
Board of Trade did not hear thé evidence in 
the April wheat case, and they are extensively 
blamed for dismissing the matter. Perhaps 
they bave only decided to let it lay over till the 
evidence can be read in printed form and give 
ordinary members a chance to move for an 
investigation. The matter is scarcely settied 
yet, but will probably be allowed to drift out of 
sight and out of mind amid the whiri of future 
uneasiness. Stili it will be well for the testi- 
mony to be published and read. It may heip 
people who have a constitutional mania for 
short selling to see how the other side can be 
worked when there is a sufficient inducement 
to do it. 

A good many of the people who have hereto- 
fore been bearishly disposed in regard to grain 
are now viewing the situation apprehbensively. 
They fear that the weather may prove too bad. 
Still there are nota few who believe that the 
wheat crop will turn out large, and that corn 
promises well iu spite of weather. 

South Water street continues to be liberally 
supplied with vegetables, most of the receipts 
now coming from nearby points, and being 
consequently fresher and generally in a more 
marketable condition. The more perishable 
kinds, such as string beans, peas, etc., that have 
arrived recently from SoGthern IIlinois and 
farther south have been in bad shape, many 
lots not selling forenough to pay the freight 
charges.

HIGH CHECK-REINS. 


Those Who Use Them to Be Prevented 
by the Humane Society. 

The Illinois Humune Society having resolved 
upon the prosecution of those persons whose 
horses are being tortured by too bigh checking 
in this city, recently addressed a letter to Henry 
Bergh, of New York City, asking information of 
the means by which he has suppressed the evil 
in that city. Mr. Bergh answered as follows: 

“In reply to your favor of the I7th inst., I 
would say that the use of tne iniquitous check- 
rein. Kimball-Jackson Bit,’ and other kindred 
instruments for torturing the horse, are, I am 
happy to inform you and other friends of the 
good cause, gradually being done away with in 
this city,and I venture to predict that it is 
only a question of a short time when they will 
be abolished altogether. 

“Our mode of legal procedure in cases of 
check-rein abuses is very simple in its details. 
Every animal showing any evidence of suffering 
from tight checking is stopped, no matter where 
found and without regard to ownership. The 
driver is required to remedy the evil there and 
then, which is in all cases complied with, but in 
the event of refusal our officers have been in- 
structed to arrest the offender.” 

To which is also appended the following, from 
a well-kaown resident of this vp! 

“ Cuicaao, June 28.—To the Illinois Humane 
Socitety—DeEAR Sins: | have until lately been in 
the habit of using the over check-rein, and quite 
tightly drawn, upog my carriage borses, consid- 
ering ita measure absolutely necessary to per- 
sonal safety in hahdling fractious and high-spir- 
ited’ animals. Since the agitation in this city 
upon tne subject | have been led to give it con- 
siderabie thought, which has led to the experi- 
ment of abandoning the over check-rein alto- 
gether. The result is, my animals are less frac- 
tious and better tempered, and in.consequence 
have an easy and comfortable appearance which 
fully repays me for the experiment. I now con- 
sider the over check-rein a cruei and useless in- 
fliction upon the horse under ny

A SILVER TUNNEx. 


An ola Chicagoan on an Important 
Mining Enterprise. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
Denver, Colo., June 20.—Since your faithful 
and truthful correspondent, Covert, seems to 
bave abdicated his chair as your special organ

Fuller Extracts from the Diary of 
of Lieut. De Long. 


Intensely Sad Pages, Narrating Heroic 
but Hopeless Struggles. 


From Report in New York Hereid. 

SATURDAY, Oct. 1.—One hundred and eleventh 
day, and a new month.—Called all bands as soon 
as the cook announced boiling water, and at 6:45 
bad our breakfast, haifa pound of deer meat 
andjtea. Sent Nindermann and Alexia to exam- 
ine to main river, other men to collect wood. 
The doctor resumed the cutting away of poor 
Ericksen’s toes this morning. No doubt it will 
have to continue until his feet are gone, unless 
death ensues or we get to some settiement. Only 
one toe left now. Weather ciear, light north- 
east airs, barometer 30.15 at 6:05. Temperature 
18 degrees at 7:30. Nindermann and Alexia 
were seen to have crossed, and I immediately 
sent men to carry our load over. Left the fol- 
lowing record: 

SATURDAY, Oct. 1, 1881.—Four' sen of the of- 
ficers and men of the United States Arctic 
steamer Jeannette reached this hut on Wednes- 
day, Sept. 28, and, having been forced to wait 
for the river tofreeze over, are proceeding to 
cross to the west side this morning on their 
journey” to reach some settiementon the Lena 
river. We have two days’ provisions, but having 
been fortunate enough thus far to get game in 
our pressing n we have no fear for the fut- 
ure. 

Our party are all well except one man, 
Ericksen, whose toes have been amputated in 
consequence of frost-bite. Other records will 
be found in several buts on the east side of this 
river, along which we have come from the 
north. ~ Groras W. De Lone, 
Lieutenant United States Navy, commanding ex- 

i 


pedition. 

[Attached to this was a list of the party.] 

At 8:30 made the fiwal trip, and got our sick 
man over in safety. From there we proceeded 
until 11:20, dragging our man on the sled. 
Haited for dinner—half pound of meat and tea. 
At 1 went ahead again until 5:05. Actually un- 
der way, 8:30 to 9:15, 1 to 1:40, 3:35 to 4, 9:30 to 
10:20, 1:50 to 2:10, 4:15 to 4:35, 10:30 to 10:20, 2:20 
to 2:40, 4:45 to 5:05, 3to 3:25. At 8 p. m. crawled 
into our biankets. 

FOLLOWING THE RIVER. 

SuNDAY, Oct. 2.—I think we all slept fairly 
well until midnight, but from that time forward 
it was so cold and uncomfortable that sleep was 
out of the question. At 4:30 we were all out and 
in front of the fire, daylight just appearing. 
Ericksen kept talking in his sleep all night and 
effectuaily kept those awake who were not al- 
ready awakened by the cold. Breakfast at 5 a. 
m.—haif pound of meat and tea. Bright, 
cloudiess morning, light northern § airs; 
barometer 30.30 at 5:32; temperature at 
6, 35 degrees. At 7 went ahead, following the 
frozen/water whenever we cou find it, and at 
9:20 I felt quite sure we had gone some distance 
on the main river. I think our gait was at least 
two miles an hour and our time under way 2h. 
40m. I calculate our forgneon work at least six 
miles: 7 to 7:35, 10:22 to 10:40, 3:20 to 3:40, 7:45 to 
8:06, 10:55 to 11:18, 3450 to 4:05, 8:15 to 8:30. Din- 
ner camp, 4:15 to 4:20, 8:40 to 8:50. 1 to 1:30. To- 
tal, 9:20 to 0:40, 1:40 to 2, Sh. lime. 9:50jto 10:12, 
2:15 to 2:35 at least, 2:45 to 3. 

Two miles an hour distance make good ten to 
twelve miles, and where are we? I think it the 
beginaing of the Lena River at last. Sogaster 
has been @ us amyth, We saw two old buts at 
a distance, and this was ail; but they were out 
of our road and the day not half gone. Kept on 
the ice all the way, and therefore think we were 
over water; but the stream was so narrow and 80 
crooked that it never could have been a naviguble 
stream. My chart is simply useless. I must 
go on plodding to the southward, trusting in God 
to guide me to some settiement, for | have long 
since realiged that we are powerless to heip our- 
selves. A bright, calm, beautiful day brought 
sunshine to cheerusup. An icy road and oue 
day's rations yet. ts frozen, of course, and 
hauled up. o hut in sight, and we halt on a 
biuff to spend a coid and comfortiess night. 
Supper—haif pound meat and tea. Built a rous- 
ing fire. Built a log bed. Set a watch, two hours 
each, to keep tire going and get supper. Then 
we stood by for a second cold and wretched 
fight. There was so much wind we had to put 
up our tent halves for a screen and sit shiv 
in our halt biankets. 


“ WHERE ARE WE?” 


MonpDAy, Oct. 3, 1881.—LI3th day. It was so 
fearfully cold and wretched that I served out 
tea to all hands, and on this we managed to 
struggie along until 5 a. m., when we ate our 
last deer meat and had amore tea. Our morning 
food now consists of 4-14 of 228 of pemmi- 
ean each and a haif-starv dog. May God 
again incline unto our aid! How 
much farther we have to go before making a 
shelter or settlement He only knows. Brisk 
winds, barometer 30, 2% at 1:50 temperature. 
Ericksen seems failing. He is weak and power- 
less, and the moment he closes his eye=-talks, 
mostiy in Danish, German, and English. No 
one can sieep, even though our other surround- 
ings permitted. For some cause wy watch 
stopped at 10:45 last night while one of the men 
on watch had it. Iseet it as near as I could by 
guessing, and we must run by that untill can 

Sun rose yesterday morning at 6:40 

by the watch when running all right. 7:05 to 

. 7:8 : 3 215 to 9:85, 9:50 to 
10:10, 10:25 to 10:65, 11. Back. 11:20, 11:30, 11:50, 
11:50. Dinner. 35, 30, 30. BW, 2; total, 155—two 
bours thirty-five minutes, say five miles. 
Our force means work. I put as above five 
miles. Some time and distance was lost by 
crossing the river upon seeing numerous fox 
traps. A man’s track was also seen in the 
snow, bound south, and we followed jt until it 
crossed the river to the west bank again. Here 
we were obliged to go back again iu our trac 
for the river was open in places and we coul 
not follow the man’s track direct. Another of 
the dozen shoals that infest the riverswung us 
off to the eastward, too, and I hastened tu get 
on the west bank again, reachi there at ten 
minutes to 12 for dinner—our last four-four- 
teenths of a pound of pemmican. 

INTO THE RIVER. 

At forty minutes past 1 got under way again, 
and made a long spurt until twenty minutes 
past 2. While at the other side of the river 
Alexia said he saw a hut, and during our dinner 
camp he said he again saw a but. Under our 
circumstances my desire was to get to it as 
speedily. as possible. As Alexia points out, it 
was on the left bank of the river of which we 
were pow on the right side, look south, 
but a sandbank gave us exceilent walking for 
a mile or two until we took to the river 
and got across it diagonally. 
twenty minutes past 2, 1 
halt, and Alexia mounted the bluff to take 
a look again. He now announced he saw a 
second hut about one and a quarter miles back 
from the coast, the other hut being about the 
same distance south and on the edge of the 
biuff. The beavy dragging across the country 
of a sick man on a sied made me incline to the 
hut on the shore, since, as the distance was 
about the same, we could get over the ice in one- 
third of the time. Nindermann, who climbed 
the biuff, saw that the object inland was a hut; 
was not so confident of the one on the shore. 
Alexia, however, was 5 positive, and, not 
seeing very well myself, unfortunately took 
his eyes as the best and ordered an advance 
along the river to the southward. Away we 
went, Nindermann and Alexia leading, and had 
brogressed about a mile when plash in I went 
through the ice up to my shoulders before my 
knapsack brought me up. While was 
crawling out in went Gortz to his neck 
about fifty yards behind me, and behind 
him in went Mr. Collins to his waist. 
Here was atime. The moment we came out of 
the water we were one sheet of ice, and danger 
of frost-bite was imminent. — we hob- 
bled, however, until we reached, at 3:45, about 
the point on which the hut was seen. Here Nin- 
dermann climbed the bluff, followed by the 
doctor. At first the cry was, “Allright; come 
ahead,” but no sooner were we wel. up than 
Nindermaan shouted, “There is no hut bere.” 
To my dismay and alarm nothing but a large 
mound of earth was to be seen, which, from its 
regular shape and singular position, would seem 
to have been artificially built fora beacon. So 
sure was Nindermann that it was a hut that he 
went all around it looking for a door, and then 
climbed on top to look for a holein the roof. 
But of no avail. It was nothing but a mound of 
earth: Sick at heart I ordered a camp to be 
made in a hole in the bluff face, and soon before 
a roaring fire we were drying and burning our 
clothes while the cold wind ate into our backs. 


EATING THE DOG. 
And now for supper nothing’ remained but the 


dog. I therefore Ordered him killed and dressed 


by Iverson, and soon after a stew was made uf 
such parts as could not be carried, of which 
every y except the Doctor and myself eagerly 
partook. To us two it was a nauseating mess, 
and—but why go on with such a disagreeable 
subject. I had the remainder weighed and I am 
quite sure we bad twenty-seven pounds.
